‘OUR WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Leave Washington—Virginia Springs 
—@recley’s Prospects—The Straight 
Out Demecratse—the Confederate 
Archives—Uncie Sam's (ash—Per- 
sonal~The President—The Weather. 


Wasuinaros, August 27, 1972. 

Permit me to “use and explain” the why 
and wherefore of the late hitches in this cor- 
respondence. When last I wrote you I had 
just returned to the city from inbaling the 
sea-breezes and enjoying the bathing at Piney 
Point, 1 found Washington’ insufferably 
dull and unendurably hot, and finding myself 
threatened with attack from a disease which 
now and then incapacitates me from work, I 
made burried preparations and started for the 
Virginia Springs. 1 left behind me 4 parched 
and sultry city, and at the end of fourteen 
hour's travel by rail, found myself in a 
region of dainpness, It had rained every day 
at the White Sulphur Springs for six weeks, 
and 60 moist was the atmosphere that even 
the beds, in the hotel aud cottages alike, were 
damp to the wuch. Certainly this was any- 
thing but a cheerful prospect for one afflicted 
with a lung difficulty. 

There were, however, other drawbacks 
scarcely less serious. ‘The days were as hot 
as in town, the nights cool and generally 
foggy. Then the fall was execrable and 
there was-an utter lack of even ordinary 
comfort. It will hardly be considered sur- 
prising, therefore, that instead of recruiting 
I should have grown seriously i)l,and that as 
goon as | was able to travel 1 hastened fast 
to Washington. Here with every comfort at 
command | am slowly improving. 

HK VIRGINIA SPRINGS 
have been more liberally patronized this sea 
son than ever before. Even those jeast re- 
sorted to have bad this year all the guesis 
they could a commodate, Atthe White Sul- 
plur the season opencd earlier than usual, 
and would have continued longer, doubticess, 
but for the rainy, foggy weather which has 
prevailed there during this month. One 
week ago there were over 1,09 people at this 
resort; to-day, there are not 500. The sea- 
gon at the Old Sweet commences when that 
at the White closes. In many respects, this 
is the most desirable place of resort in the 
mountains of Virginia. The main buildings, 
cottages and bath-houses are of brick; water 
and gas are supplied in all the rooms, and 
the table is excelient. One mile from the Old 
Sweet is the Sweet Chalybeate, better known 
as the Red Sweet. 

It is a home place, and is much frequented 
by families from the far South, The bath 
is simply vlorious. A large pool, neck deep, 
of ever-changing tonic waters, receives the 
bather, and on emerging and being rubbed 
dry, @ healthful glow pervais the entire sys- 
tem. A singic dip seems to give a renewal! 
lease of life. The bath at.the old Sweet is 
much the same, and the external use of thease 
chalybeate waters is, perbaps, even more 
eflicacious than their use as a beverage, But 
i must retrace my steps from the mountains 
of Virginia to the arid streets of Washing- 
ton ani resume once more the thread of po- 
litical! gossip. 

GREELKY'S 


There is a disposition in some quarters to 
regard ihe Giveley tide, Which was to sweep 
ou to the White House, as on the wane, and 
again the croakers are heard. There is, per- 
haps, some dimunition from the enthusiasm 
of the. first send-off, but these people sre not 
apt to keep themselves at fever heat in such 
scorching weather as we bave had of late, 
A temporary check would, however, have a 
good effect. People were beginning to think 
Mr. Greeley would ride triumphantly to the 
White House without any exertion on their 
part, and a greater or more dangerous delu- 
gion never existed. it willtake bard work, 
continuous work, and eflective organization 
to defeat the trained hordes of Grant, backed 
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by official influence, official patronage and an 
enormous corruption fund, 


campaign. It is easy to count up majorities 
in advance, but unless every man puts 
his shoulder to the wheel these majorities 
will be wanting when they are most needed, 
Some eflect to be discouraged at the result in 
North Carolina, although the triumph of the 
Liberal cause there was undoubted, and far 
exceeded our expectations.
